Chemistry Research 

Arouses Interest on Campus 



After some time of diligent 
searching, Don Dodd was finally 
found in the midst of the large 
barrels, compressed gas bottles, 
flasks, blue smoke, and (musty 
odors of the Pacific College chem- 
istry laboratory. 

Upon looking around, one finds 
that many changes have been 
made in the lab since this re- 
search chemist arrived on the 
campus last spring. Two large 
barrels now guard the doorway. 
Mr. Dodd explains that in these 
barrels a very refined batch of 
epinephrine crystals are being sep- 
arated from the mother solution. 
Thisi crystalizatiion is the last step 
in the purification of the drug 
which is toeing prepared to fill an 
order for an eastern drug com- 
pany. The first batch of the syn- 
thetic adrenalin was shipped ear- 
ly in September to Seattle, Wash- 
ington. 

Another step into the laboratory 
reveals some very interesting ob- 
jects which Mr. Dodd says are gas 
masks. These are necessary dur- 
ing the first stages of the manu- 
facture of epinephrine, since hy- 



drogen chloride fumes are given 
off in abundance. 

The work which is being done 
in our laboratory has real value 
to the college science department. 
Students of chemistry no longer 
see only the theoretical side of 
chemistry, but now they are able 
to see some practical use of the 
science. Scientific curiosity is be- 
ing aroused on our campus and 
before long, this scientific curios- 
ity will be given a chance to ex- 
press itself in unrescricted re- 
search. The project which Mr. 
Dodd is carrying on is one of 
providing the necessary funds for 
free research. 

At the present time, Mr. Dodd is 
working on epinephrine. He plans 
further research along the lines of 
bio-chemistry to be carried on in 
the not too distant future. 

In answer to inquiries concern- 
ing his staff, he informs us that 
his wife, Alura, his two-year-old 
son, Terry, and his> four-month- 
old daughter, who patiently waits 
outside the lab for her scientific 
parents to discover something 
new.

Prof. George Moore met with 
enthusiastic response in chapel Oc- 
• ober 19, when an outline and ex- 
planation >of his campaign trip 
were given to students. 

Moore told of his plan to visit 
each Monthly Meeting and each 
Quarterly Meeting in Oregon Year- 
ly Meeting soliciting funds for the 
college. He explained the proj- 
ects for which the money he ex- 
pects to raise will be used. 

Moore asked the prayers and 
vital interest of every student as 
he leaves for his trip.

Other members of the College 
faculty will take lover Prof. 
Moose's Iclasses during his ab- 
sence. Alice Booth will be in 
charge of his English classes. 

Moore's psychology classes will 
-e taught by Prof. Macy, and the 
education courses will be taken 
care of by Pncf Morse. The 
Freshman orientation classes will 
not meet during his absence, but 
more time will be given to this 
class upon his return. 



Students Begin 
Community Work 

Widespread interest among 
Newberg business men and civic 
leaders has been aroused by a new 
socioligical laboratory course and 
requirement for students recently 
passed by the Pacific College fac- 
ulty. At east 'one hour per week 
is now required of all students 
during one of their college years 
in some form of approved com- 
munity service. For this work 
credit towards their degfree is 
granted. 

The administration of this new 
requirement has been placed in the 
hands of a committee composed 
of Professors Lewis Hoskins, Per- 
ry Macy, and Edward Harmon, 
students Charlotte Macy and Bur- 
ton Frost, and Scott Leavitt of 
the local Rotary club. They have 
conducted a survey of the com- 
munity to determine those civic 
needs which students might help 
fill. Enthusiastic responses from 
townspeople have been reported. 

Positions such as the following 
have been suggested as possibil- 
ities: clerical help for the ration 
board and public health officials, 
cataloguing at the city library, 
secretarial aid for Rotary and 
Chamber of Commerce, assistance 
with the post-war "work pile" sur- 
vey, hospital helpers, church and 
community recreation leaders, as- 
sistance in boys' and girls' scout- 
ing movements, and park 'and city 
improvements. In each case the 
outside work will be under super- 
vision, not only of the committee 
in charge, but of the person re- 
sponsible for the activity. Stu- 
dents will do this work as volun- 
teers hecause they recognize the 
need and the importance of the 
project. They will receive bene- 
fits in better understanding of the 
community and how it works, and 
in acquaintances with local civic 
leaders. 

The list of possibilities was pre- 
sented to the college student body 
at a recent dhapel period and 
about forty students indicated 
their desire to participate in the 
program, which will begin immed- 
iately.

Moore Leaves for 
Extensive Trip in 
Ore. Yearly Mtg. 

Funds Will Complete 
Many College Projects 

The hoard of managers of Pa- 
cific college last week approved 
an intensive financial campaign, 
"The Pacific College Progress 
Fund," to clear up all outstand- 
ing debts, extend a building pro- 
gram, and to put the school on a 
more solid financial footing for 
the post-war period, according to 
college officials. 

The solicitation will be made 
primarily in Oregon Yearly Meet- 
ing of the Friends church, al- 
though all people who are inter- 
ested in the college are strongly 
urged to make their contributions 
to this, state Pacific heads. The 
brunt of the work of canvassing 
will be borne by Professor George 
Moore, who has been granted a 
six-weeks leave of absence. He 
will be assisted by President Em- 
mett Gulley and by Prof. Roy 
Knight. 

The sum of $100,000 has been 
set as the goal of this campaign 
■and will be distributed in approx- 
imately the following way: in- 
crease in faculty salaries, for the 
next three years (requtrfed by ihe 
<ioo; editlig asJonUTlon) ,' $25. 000: 
completion of the new gymnasium 
fund, $5,000; full debt retirement 
(back salaries), $40,000; comple- 
tion of the new Cecil F. Hinshaw 
Memorial Library fund, $5,000; 
addition to the fund already start- 
ed by the Women's auxiliary for 
a new girls' dormitory, $5,000; 
increased and improved facilities 
for the music department, §3,000; 
needed repairs in the college heat- 
in? plant, $2,000; and the begin- 
ning of an endowment for a 
broader religious education pro- 
gram, $15,000.00. These 
funds are to be raised in addi- 
tion to the usual gifts from the 
living endowment. 

In similar campaigns recently 
conducted by Pacific university 
and Linfield college, Forest Grove 
raised $10,000 and McMinnville 
$40,000. President Gulley ex- 
pressed the conviction that New- 
berg would prove at least as gen- 
erous as her sister cities. 



Gulley, Knight Assist 

President Gulley and Prof. Roy 
Knight will assist Prof. Moore on 
the college fund-raising campaign. 
Prof. Knight expects to visit var- 
ious meetings in this area while 
Mr. Moore is away. He will go 
to Idaho at Thanksgiving time to 
assist him there. 

Later during the campaign 
Pres. Gulley and Prof, Knight will 
go to Southern California in the 
interests of the college. Pres. 
Gulley will also go east to Indian- 
ap'olis, primarily to attend a 
Friends conference on Peacetime 
Conscription, but also in the in- 
terest of the campaign now un- 
derway. He will leave October 
28 and expects to be away about 
ten days. 



Harmon Named Sponsor 

Ed Harmon was named advis- 
er for the Student Christian Union 
to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. 
Moore's absence of six weeks, in a 
cabinet meeting October 16. 

Mr. Harmon will assume the 
regular duties of adviser during 
this time. 
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Outstanding among the year's activities at Pacific Col- 
lege is the one week set aside when all other activities are 
secondary to. religious services. Each year a speaker is ob- 
tained to lead a revival meeting for the students. 

These meetings are kept in mind with much prayer and 
expectation by those students who wish to keep the high 
Christian standards reached by Pacific College. J3uch meet- 
ings are vital to keeping Christ at the head of our lives as 
students, and experiencing His divine presence, directing and 
comforting us. So great a vision of the service to be accom- 
plished in the world comes with the acceptance of Christ as 
Saviour that any effort to help others to know Him immedi- 
ately becomes worthwhile and worthy of time and thought. 

Frank Davies will be the speaker this year for meetings 
to be held October 23 to 27. Prayer and reverence toward 
the meetings will result in a quickening of our senses in re- 
gard to work to be done, and a new life in our student body.
